The Pittsburgers Have Very Litile Difficulty
in Pounding Out a Victory.

Superior work in the pitcher's box decided
the second game of the Pittsburg series
against the Hoosiers yesterday afternoon.
Fanuing, the new man from Davenport,
started in to pitch, but was injured in the
early part of the second inning by being
struck on one of his fingers, and had to re-
tire, Rusie taking his place. Young Fan-
ping showed some nervousness and a lack
of command of the ball, but did not have &
fair chance to see what he could do. He
has good speed, and appears to know the
points of the game, being active and always
ou the alert. Rusie was very wild, and
when be did get the ball over the plate the
visitors hit it hard, and at the right time.
His support, however, was not of the

best character, and only three of the runs
made by the Pittsburgs were earned.
Bassett had to lay off on account of a lame
arm, the result of being hit with a pitched
ball on the previous day. Denny was at
second and Buckley at third and both made
ecrors that would not have been made had
Bassett been in his position. While Rusie
was being hit bard Galvin was very effect-
ive, the Hoosiers making only six hits up
to the close of the eightg inning. Iu the
ninth Indianapolis found the ball and
kuocked out five runs, but the visitors had
& lead that could not be over-
come, The first tally of the
game was made by the Hoosicrs, Andrews
making the circuit on his hit and a muft by
Fields.

CorvmBus, O., Sept. 20.—The Sovereign
Grand Lodge of Odd-fellows to-day rushed
through a great deal of work. Grand Sire
Underwood is still confined to his roowm,
and Representative Kunydendall, of Wy-
oming Territory, presided. It was de-
cided that hereafter the wuniforms of
Patriarchs Militant must be all alike
and not subject to change. A prop-
proposition to publish the ritual in the

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IVES WILL NOT TESTIFY.

i
It Is Decided Not to Pat Him on the Stand—
Charges Against Julius Dexter,

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—Two bright red
spots marked the otherwise pale face of
Henry 8. Ives when he entered the court-
room this morning. Mr. Ives also looked
tired and weary. The excitement of yester-
day, owing to the complete change of front
in his favor, had unnerved him. It was only
when Mr. Brooke, his counsel, wreathed in
smiles, took him warmly by the hand, that
Ives brightened up. The nervine was not

lasting, for he soon lapsed into a deep rev-
erie, and seemed lost to all surronndings.

The vexed question as to whether or not
Ives will be placed on the witness-stand,
has been settled. Mr. Brooke said, when
spoke to to-day, that it has been detinitely
settled that Mr. Ives would not go on the
stand. As soon as conrt opened there was
another move made that, for a brief period,
secmed to startle everybody. *“I want Mr.
Julius Dexter, president of the C,, H. & D.
road, placed before the bar of this court
He has interfered with a witness, and I
want him produced,” said Mr. Brooke.

“How can I get him?”’ asked the recorder.

“1 demand that the district attorney may
produce him, as Mr., Dexter is a complain-
ant in this case.” Mr. Brooke then went
on tp say that Mr. Dexter had attempted
to vent the colored porter of the road,
J. H. Jennings, from leaving Cinecinnati,
and in consequence the witness would not
be able to get here until to-morrow morn-
inF. Failing to move the recorder, coun-
sel made an effort to place Mr. Cook, a law-
yer, on the stand contrary to his statement
of yesterday that Mr. Cook would not be
wanted. The recorder was not at all
Eleasvd with this back move, and told Mr.

rooke so, and added that the court did
not intend to permit a step of that kind
taken without administering a rebuke.

Mr. l-ldimr M. Johnston, once more took
the stand, although the prosecution pro-
tested vigorously. He was asked: “Do
you know Julius Dextert”

“Very well”

Colonel Fellows was seen to smile as
the witness left his seat after such a short
stay. Ives made an aflidavit in eourt to
the effect that Jehn W. Jennings, the col-
ored porter, was an important witness, and
on his way to this city. Ives was sworn by
the district attorney and his affidavit read.
Mr. Brooke then moved for an adjournment
until to-morrow morning. The district
attorney opposed thisen the ground that
Saturday being a half holiday the proceed-
ings conld only last an hour. Finally an
adjournment wis hud uantil Monday morn-
in{ at 11 o'clock. )

Vhile speaking on the motion to adjourn
the district attorney took occasion to say
that it was* wholly and unqualifiedly false
that Mr. Julins Dexter or any one else had
interfered with any witness. This was fol-
lowed up with a bitter denunciation of the
accusations and insinuations made during
the course of the trnial by Mr. Brooke, for
the defense, and directed at the office of
the district attorney. Mr. Brooke arose
to reply, but was cut shortby the Recorder.
On Lronday there is only one more witness
to be examiped, the porter Jennings. Then
the case will go to the jury.

SO THE DEAF MAY HEAR.

Novel Arrangement Devised by an Allegheny
Clergyman.
Pittsburg Special.

Rev. J. W. Sproull, of the Central Re-
formed Presbyterian Church, Allegheny,
to-day introduced a method of his own de-
sign whereby the deaf people of his congre-
gation can hear the exercises equally as
well as those of the most acute hearing.
The device is a sort of speaking trumpet,
and was tested with most satisfactory re-
sults. There are thres persons in the con-
gregation who are afflicted with deafness,
the pastor’s father, his mother and David

rege. )

There are large transmitters fixed just be-
low the npper and inner edge of the pulpit,
which are conneted with three tin tube
These tubes branch out from the main
stem, and ™an to the pews of the
deaf listeners. At the seats they come
up through the floor and are furnished with
an old-fashioned ear-trumpet, which is
easily adjusted to _the height and position
of the listener, Yasterdal\; Mr. Sproull’s
father and mother used this arrangement
and heard, distinetly. David Gregg, who
is painfully deaf, caught for the first time
in years the announcement of the Psalms
and text, although he could not quite
understand all the preacher said in his ser-
mon. This led Mr. Sproull to think of an
improvewent, which he will adopt by _next
Sabbath. This is to have a rubber tube at
the seats with a receiver similar to those on
telephones on the end. _

Experiments were made with the trumpets
to-day by other members of the congrega-
tion who are hard of hearing. So perfect
was the arrangement that they heard dis-
tinctly the faintest whisper. It is like}lv
that the plan adopted by Mr. Sproull will
also be used by many other churches where
there are unfortunate members who cannot
bear the preacher.
